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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens: 


Allow me to present this, my third report as super- 
intendent of schools of Buxton. It contains the usual 
statistics which show some differences from those before 
issued. 


There are several things connected with the school 
buildings which should receive attention as early as pos- 


sible. 


Teachers. 


The teachers have shown during the year their desire 
to advance the work intrusted to them and their desire 
has resulted in efforts being made to the limit of their a- 
bilities. The results in general show well for their ef- 
forts. It is our purpose to place in the schools good 
teachers and so far as our financial conditions will allow 
to furnish good equipment with which they may do work. 


Horace Mann, a noted educator, said, “If a child has 
any claim to bread to keep him from starving, he has a

far higher claim to knowledge to preserve him from er- 
ror.” We feel that the large number of children in 
school and the fact that there is such regular attendance 
is indisputable evidence that parents appreciate the 
school privileges and their children are accepting 
through the parents efforts this high claim for gaining 
knowledge. | 


School Attendance 


There are a few exceptional cases of irregular atten- 
dance and the poor quality of work done by children of 
these habits show very plainly the need of more regular 
attendance. “Such pupils are behind their classes in 
standing and they are unable to do even passing work in 
classes much below them in age. They look for an op- 
portunity to drop out as soon as they can do so legally 
and thus the standard of scholarship for those who go 
out from our schools is lowered. I find that these few 
cases after investigation is caused very largely from the 
fact that the parents of such ones are indifferent about 
this important matter and in consequence the child is 
handicapped for all future work. — 


Repairs. 


At Bar Mills a fence was placed around the school 
grounds between the school lot and Mr. George Thomp- 
son’s land. The fence should be continued to separate 
the grounds from those belonging to the Wayside Inn. 

At Duck Pond the room was painted inside and at 
Salmon Falls new outside doors were provided. At the 
High School building considerable had to be spent to 
keep the water system in even working order to say 
nothing about it being satisfactory. It seems that the 
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well there being a drilled one the quicksand comes into 
the pump and cuts the boxes to such an extent that fre- 
quent repairs have to be made on the system. This was 
an unexpected trouble and so far seems unavoidable. 
From the changes made in the steam piping a year ago 
we can report much better results though not entirely 
satisfactory now. The other repairs have been minor 
ones and it seems unnecessary to give them in detail. 


School at South Buxton. 


One year ago we recommended the voters to make 
an appropriation and unite with the Town of Scarboro 
for re-establishing the school in that section after mak- 
ing needed repairs. This seemed to meet the needs of 
scholars in Buxton living in that section. The Town of 
Scarboro did not care to consider the matter hence it 
was dropped especially when we found that by losing a 
family who had three children in school, they moved out 
of the State thereby leaving only six to provide for and 
five of those are as_ well located to attend the Babb 
school in Gorham as to come to the building in our own 
Town. The Town is asked to consider the matter again, 
the request coming from the Selectmen of Scarboro. 

, I suggest that the School Committee be given 
authority to use their judgment in this matter. 


High School. 


Your attention is called to this department of the 
school system. In the Principal’s report some important 
needs are outlined and ought to be allowed. 

Mr. L. W. Elkins after serving as principal one year 
resigned chiefly on account of his health. The Commit- 
tee fortunately secured the services of Mr. E. H. Austin 
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a graduate of Bowdoin College to take his place. It was 
decided because of the increasing number of pupils and 
added amount of work to be done to employ the third 
teacher for full time instead of three periods a day as 
formerly. Miss Mae Sargent, a graduate of Colby Col- 
lege, was selected. The school with the present addi- 
tional instruction is meeting the needs of the school very 
well. There are more pupils enrolled than the records 
have before shown. The school maintains its standing as 
a class A school as rated by the State Department of Ed- 
ucation. 

The school to my knowledge has never sought a 
place on the approved list of the New Engiand College 
Entrance Certificate Board or perhaps what may be ap- 
propriately termed a joint clearing house for the approv- 
al of secondary schools. 

It is our business to provide a course the completion 
of which will entitle students to enter college but the 
curriculum should be formed with reference to the needs 
of the large majority who do not go to college and such 
a course should receive its proper attention in the recita- 
tion work of the school. 


Needs. 


On account of the crowded condition of the rooms 
at Bar Mills, it would be for the interests of the schools 
to open the extra room in that building. More efficient 
work would result as now two rooms have more pupils 
than there are seats provided. ‘Temporary seats are in 
use at present but the arrangement is very unsatisfac- 
tory. 

I think mention has been made about needed black- 
boards for the room at Salmon Falls. The boards used 
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are nearly worn out slated cloth and should be replaced 
by new boards. 

Your attention is called to the needs of an extra 
room for chemistry work in the High School. This is 
emphasized in the report of the Principal and should re- 
ceive consideration. 


School Improvement League. 


Each school has an organized Improvement League. 
The interests on part of pupils and parents have been 
very gratifying. Much useful and needed additions to 
the different rooms have resulted through the work of 
this organization. At Bar Mills school a victrola was 
purchased at an expense of nearly seventy-five dollars. 
This was the most expensive improvement at any one 
building but other rooms have done what they could. 

The work of the League is to be commended as it 
socializes the community perhaps as much or more than 
almost any similar organization. 

Any worthy organization should be encouraged if it 
results in bringing parents and citizens into closer re- 
lations with the schools. 


Drinking Water. 


It seems that at Duck Pond school a few years ago 
the well, which had recently been dug, was condemned 
as unfit for use by the local Board of Health and was 
ordered filled with dirt. Since that time the question of 
obtaining drinking water at that school has presented 
considerable difficulty. Something should be done to 
remedy the condition. 

Last spring at the request of the Board of Health 
samples of the drinking water at Bar Mills school and at 
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the High School were analyzed by the State chemist. 
His report shows the water in both wells to be, “In a 
safe condition to use for drinking purposes.” He recom- 
mended however that the well at Bar Mills school should 
be throughly cleaned out yet he says, “At this time there 
are no intestinal bacteria in the water.” 

The above quotations are from his report. 


Sanitary conditions. 


There ought to be considered some way to improve 
the sanitary conditions of several of the outbuildings 
connected with the school houses. Those most in need 
of attention in this respect are the ones at Salmon Falls 
school and at West Buxton. To place these in a satis- 
factory condition would involve some expense but such 
steps should be taken before the present arrangements 
become deplorable. 

Conclusion 


Not only the attention but the thoughtful consider- 
ation of the Committee and the public is desired for the 
suggestions made in this report and likewise the tabular 
report which follows as a part of this. 

In closing I wish to express my appreciation to the 
teachers who have worked hard and faithfully for the 
progress of the schools; to the Committee who have 
shown an earnest desire to co-operate in the important 
duties incumbent upon us; to the parents and citizens 
who have rendered such helpful inffuence in encourag- 
ing the work of the school to stand for those things 
which are really worth while in life.

During the fall term we find that slightly above 
seventy-two per cent of the total census list were in 
school, not counting those who are attending school out 
of Town. 

It may be interesting to compare the attendance 
during the year with that of the year previous. We find 
the enrollment during spring term, 1914, to be a total of 
321, and for the fall term it was 344, and the winter term 
showed an attendance of 340, while the average attend- 
ance for those terms was for spring term 248 and for 
fall: term, 289. 

During the spring term of 1915, the year just clos- 
ing, we find eighty-six different pupils who attended 
every day during term of nine weeks. 

For fall term we find sixty-six different pupils at- 
tended every day for the term of fourteen weeks. 
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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF BUXTON HIGH 


SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the Superintending 


School Committee, and the Citizens of Buxton: 


I beg to submit a report of the condition of Buxton 
High School, together with a few suggestions, which I 
believe to be for the welfare of the school. 


The Heads of the School. 


There is no doubt in my mind but that the citizens 
of Buxton wish the High School to maintain a standard 
which approaches as nearly as possible to 100 percent 
perfect. Of course it is much harder to attain this end in 
a town where the school is small and for various per- 
fectly logical reasons the salaries of the High School 
teachers: must be kept rather low., Under the above 
named conditions, it is of vital importance that the 
Superintendent and the Superintending School Com- 
mittee be men well acquainted with modern _ school 
methods and of good sound judgment and insight. Up- 
on these men rests the burden of selecting teachers of. 
No. 1 calibre at a low salary. Right here let me say that 
the two Assistants in the High School this year are do- 
ing very satisfactory work. For me to attempt a word 
of praise and recommendation for Miss Libby would be 
but to take away. You all know her excellence as a 
teacher, interest as an associate, and integrity as a 
friend. But I am at liberty to say a word for Miss Sar- 
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gent, because the fact that she is a new teacher places 
-me in a position to know her qualities much more accur- 
ately than onyone outside of the school. Miss Sargent 
is a hard, earnest worker; never complaining, always 
accepting cheerfully. Last fall, when bookkeeping was 
introduced into the school and she was asked to teach 
the course, she took it cheerfully, even though it is a 
subject she felt herself not as well qualified to teach as 
some others, and in spite of the fact that it deprived her 
of a spare period—to which every teacher justly claims 
the right—and caused her more work than is her share. 

In the Superintending School Committee, Superin- 
tendent Benson, a very well qualified man of wide ex- 
perience, Miss Libby and Miss Sargent, I have found 
congenial companions for work. So far as I can observe, 
we seven have worked together this year as quietly and 
harmoniously as the particles of water in a placid lake. 

The town is very fortunate in having Mr. Blake as 
janitor of the High School building. He is very efficient 
and always more than willing to comply with any re- 
quest which I make. 


The School 


When I came to Buxton last fall, I found the stand- 
ard of the school somewhat lower than I believe it 
should be. With a firm belief that the size of the school 
has absolutely nothing to do with the standard which it 
is possible to maintain, I, with the aid of the pupils, the 
Assistants and Superintendent Benson, have set to work 
to place Buxton High School on such a basis that every 
citizen and friend may justly be proud of it. 

You will all agree with me that it is much harder to 
raise a standard than it is to lower one. We are raising 
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it slowly but steadfastly and surely. One thing I find to 
be somewhat lax is the support of the pupils. Through- 
out the school as a whole there is a general lack of study 
outside of school hours. There are some who study a 
sufficient amount at home, and to them I give due praise 
and credit. The rest must do more work at home or re- 
peat certain subjects next year, for a creditable grade of 
work must be maintained. In most cases there seems to 
be a willingness on the part of the pupils to work, but 
they are not yet awakened to the necessity of more, and 
more thorough work. 


This year we are offering two courses, English and 
Latin. In the English course the Freshmen have a 
choice between Physical Geography and Agriculture. 
For the other three years the course is practically the 
same as it has been ior'thetlast year or so. This” year 
bookkeeping was introduced and is open to Sophomores 
and Juniors. 


In order to promote scholarship we have established 
an honor list. At the end of each=term the ranks are 
averaged and the ten having the highest averages are 
allowed the use of the reading table at any time. The 
others are allowed to use it only when school is not in 
session, unless whatever they are reading bears directly 
upon some lesson. In order further to promote a higher 
standard of scholarship, Superintendent Benson, Miss 
Libby, Miss Sargent and I have offered a cup. It is made 
of lacquered copper of the three handle style and is very 
neat and attractive. The cup is to be won by classes and 
is to be awarded three times a year. ‘The class which 
wins it six times gets permanent possession. 
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Following is the Honor List for the fall term, to- 
gether with the average rank of each:

You will notice that there are two from the Fresh- 
man Class, one having the highest average of any in 
school. 

Superintendent Benson has given you sufficient 
other statistics which I need not repeat. 

We have obtained from the State, this year, a 
Traveling Library. I find that it is a very profitable ad- 
dition to the School Library. 

The school paper, “The Crescent,” will be ready for 
distribution about the first of April. Everyone on: the 
editorial Board is exerting a great deal of energy to 
make this issue the largest and best. They are receiving 
admirable support from the student body.” 

On the reading table, we have one daily paper, nine 
periodical magazines, and complimentary subscriptions 
to the weekly publications of Amherst, Bowdoin, Colby, 
University of Maine, Wesleyan, and Wiliams. By the 
aid of these, our class room work is made more interest- 
ing and at the same time wonderfully instructive by 
bringing in current events regularly.

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Iam’ sure you all feel- the meed, of a. piano Vina the 
High School building as much as do the pupils them- 
selves. We are planning to give a series of entertain- 
ments in order to raise money. We are also planning to 
use the proceeds from “The Crescent” to help in the pur- 
chase of a piano. YOU will undoubtedly be asked to | 
help. ; 

On January 29th additional blackboards were in- 
stalled in the main room. Now the boards extend en- 
tirely around the room and an adequate amount of space 
is thereby provided for blackboard work. It is a much- 
needed improvement. 


Suggestions 


In the warrant the Superintending School Com- 
mittee have inserted an article asking for a Chemistry 
Laboratory. The needs of such a room will be fully ex- 
plained at the March meeting of the town and I sincerely 
hope that you will see fit to raise money for it. 

Now that electric lights are to be possible at Buxton 
Center, I very strongly recommend that the High School 
building be wired. This is for two very potent reasons, 
VIZ. : 

1. On dark days, especially in the fall, the light in 
the school house is very bad, despite the fact. that large 
windows are so abundant. This necessitates a very 
great strain on the eyes of the pupils. | 

2. Electric power is needed very much in connec- 
tion with the physics laboratory work. 

In closing, I wish to express my thanks to all good 
friends of the school who have in one way or another 
helped in our work this year; to Superintendent Benson 
who has constantly kept in close touch with the school, 
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who has always given me helpful advice and counsel, 
and who has always met me as man to man; to the 
Superintending School Committee,, who have always 
been ready and willing to aid in every way possible, and 
have done a great deal to make my work pleasant; to 
Miss Libby and Miss Sargent, whose untiring efforts and 
congeniality I have yet to find lacking; and last, but by 
no means least, to the pupils who are so _ cheerfully 
working with their teachers for a common good.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 


COMMITTEE 


To the citizens of Buxton, 


We herewith submit the following report: 


During the past year the school grounds at Bar 
Mills have partially enclosed with a woven wire fence, 
and at a small cost. The remainder will probably be 
built the coming year. 


At the High School, under the supervision of Mr. 
Waterman, a new shed has been built with the stalls for 
eight horses. Under any ordinary conditions we think 
this sufficient for the present, but if more room is needed 
additional stalls can be added at small expense. We have 
had quite extensive repairs made to the water system, 
and also new blackboards placed in all available space 
in the main room. 


- At Dearborn’s Hill the chimney was taken down and 
rebuilt, and other small repairs made. At Bogg Mills 
some plastering and other work has been done. At Sal- 
mon Falls new doors have been placed and at Duck Pond 
the interior of the building has been painted. 


We have tried to give you a general idea of the re- 
pair work done during the year without mentioning 
small items, such as sanitary work, resetting of glass, 
etc. We believe that school property as a whole is in as 
good condition as usual, and can be kept so by expending 
a reasonable sum yearly. 
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We hereby recommend that the following amounts 
be raised for school purposes for the ensuing year.
